AN OPPOSITION ULDLATION. 

The bill for the oxteiiaioii of tho Esijui- 
malt & Nanaimo Railway to Beocher Bay, 
a snug harbor lying Some mghtcun miles 
to the southwest of Victoria, ' ciinie before 
the House yesterday. This measure is 
the most important (locally speaking) that 
. has ever oonie before the British Columbia 
Iiogislhture. It prabtioally" secures the 
exteini >n of tho Southern Pacific Railway 
from Portland to a pohit on the American 
side of tho Straits distant nine aiid-a-half 
miles frwiii Beecher Bay. Tlio interven- 
ing water sketch it is proposeil to traverse 
^viLh furry boats eariyiug passengers and 
loaded freight cars from either shore. It 
is further proposed to .ship car.'i laden witli 
coal from the Nanaimo and Ciuuo.x collier 
ies by fQrry..boatB. to the turtainus of the 
Southern 'Paoifio Railway, over which 
they will. f each eonsumera in the American 
sfcat'es and territories, where, iii conse- 
quence of the excellence of the Ysncouvei 
Islajid fossil, it must always be in demand 
at remunerative rates. The conception la 
a grand ono. Practically it will place 
Victoria and Esquiniah in touch with the 
American railw.-ij' syatnm at least four 
times daily, for it is coiiteiiiidatod to send 
2,000 tons across the otraiis --very 
twenty-four hours. The value of this iui- 
mcnae trade to the country at liir^'o and tlii.'- 
portion of it parl:icularly, cannot be over- 
estimated. . The island from ]5.'L'cliev Bay 
to Comps will grow rapidly in populatioi; 
and wealth ; 'for not alone will an impulse 
be given to coal development,' the pulse 
of every other interest will be quickened 
with now life. Victoria and environs will 
advance "by leaps and bounds," and on 
all hands there will be ovidoiices of aolid 
and enduring prosperity. Tlic picture is 
not too highly colored. If anything, the 
advantauea are luideratated ; and evi ry 
tnio British Coluiuhian .should rejoice at 
the prospect. But all British Columbians 
may not be true. A lai^e raajority'Will 
rejoice ; but a wretched minority, actuat- 
ed by "ouvy, malice and all uiicliaritablu- 
ness," will be found carping and snarling 
and ululating under the/ moat favor- 
able condition of things. The atti- 
tude , '.of Messrs. Beaven anil Hiini- 
phrijya'' towards tlii.s adinirahli; lueaa- 
nro was coiitom[)til)lo. Tlicy did not at- 
tjick its |)riiiciplo, but tlioy said enough 
to convince .'ill iireseiit that if they dared 
and had the power they would give it the 
six months' "hoist." It was a disoimrag- 
iiig spectacle to find two islandiimembers 
trying to worry the Hon; .Mr,j jDunsWuir 
and pick holes in a mea'sure that is des- 
tined to confer inestima'file blesaings'-on 
the people, and whioh'^'askod no privileges 
exc»pt H right to lay rails through crown 
lands.

house on the Urow'a ^l'e.sl Railway liiU, i.s 
incuniprehensiblu to lue, at leaat. In 
pressing the latter bill on the houae, the 
gallant gentloinan stated that the length 
of tho proposed road would be 220 niiles, 
that it was a develnpuiont (not a specula- 
tive) road, and that the company neither 
expected nor desired a grant uf hind in 
excess of the riglit of way and ternnii.al 
facilities, with freedom fioni taxation foi 
live years. This very frank ami geiierou.s 
aiiiiouncenieiit captured the huuau and 
has made tiie progrcas of the Crow's Nest 
bill ao far ea.sy and jdeasant. 

The Ci'lducd, in .-uhlitiim to standing in 
a paternal lelaliuu to the Clow's Nest 
measure, is also sponsor of the young 
Kooteiiay bantling. Now, mark the dif- 
ference between the two measures: 1'hc 
promoters of the Kootenay bill ask for 
300,000 acres of timber huid to enable 
them to construct a narrow gauge road 
from lwentv-3i.\ lo thirty-one ndles in 
lenL;tli aiul jihicc a line of at camera on tin- 
Ccdumhia Ri\"er to connect Kevelatnke 
with the terminus of the raiUv.-iy line, 
with freedom from ta.\atiou for a period 
of live years in addition. If, as Colonel 
Baker labors to show through your jour- 
nal, tho Kootonay 'Company will ho doing 
:x real service to the eonntry by relieving 
it of tlu! pick of ita linihi-r lainl in Konte- 
may district, Imw dm'.-; it happen ih.-it the 
t'niw's Ne.st Co., whii.se I'nad \m11 ho no.iily 
nine times loULjer, ;uul is dc.sl iaed by its do 
velopment of the inland coal nieasnies ti> 
confer at least as much bcneliton the pro- 
vince as the other road, ;ire content to 
accept a franchise without any land grant 
whatsoever by way of compensation for 
their outlay. 

Col. Baker lays atresa on the tiiubei' 
landa after they have jia^sed out of the 
hands of the provinco as a tax producing 
finee. In uiy let tor of Sunday I com- 
plained tliat immediately upon the pa.s- 
.sa';e of the bill tho oouipany might pro 
cced to select andjock up their timbci 
land grant. To this Col. Baker reiilies : 
•' But let us sn|)piiae the extreme case, 
and that as socjii as the pronioteis obtain- 
ed their scrip, after coniiilelion of the 
railway, thoy at oncp lociii-d lim whole 
300.000 acres uf land. This l.md at pre- 
sent returns no revenue v.di.itever, but it 
would then pay wild linid tax at 7 cents 
per acre, which would at once yi\ e a re 
venue of .^111,000 ]ier annum to the pro- 
vince, besides pi'ojierty too. Now it is 
not likely that the promoters would be 
ao insane as to allow tho land to i(Uu 
and pay S-1|000 a year for the privilege 
of doing BO." , 
I do not believe that tho colonel would 
wilfully misropresont the provisions of the 
bill ; and the old}' charitable construction 
1 can place on tiio exnact from ilia letter 
wdiich 1 have given above is that he ha.s 
not road the bill for the respectability and 
fairness of which lie vunchea. If he w ill 
turn to clause li) he will find that the 
lands of the company "loiii iiot be mibject 
to priirincial lii.rulifin for a period <if 
live, ijcars from the i)assago of this .act un- 
less tho same are leased or worked, or in 
any wise ulienaled by the company." If 
he will glance at cl.inae 21 he will discov- 
er that "tho r.'iihv.-iy and lines of steamers 
* * * ahidl he fully cnnq.leted and 
(.■quipped within hi;, i/, from the same 
ilate. " 'Therefore the conipaiij-, after 
completion of their works, will have three 
years in which tho lands tlioy may hold 
will be exempt from taxation ? What, 
then, becomes of the magnilicent future 
of lii;:il,000 per anninii in the shape of 
wild land tax "'at once" paid by the com- 
p.any ".'Lfter couiplelion of the i-ailw,-iy, 
so vividlj- painted by the gallant meiiiber 
iiiv Koiitenay I I repeat what! said in my 
lirat letter, that it will be competent for 
the company, i mmedUitKbj ahm corniui-iie- 
ing work (see clause of tin' bill first laid 
before the house), to locate and enter 
upon their entire land grant of ,':!U0,000 
acres. 

The further argument of Od. Baker 
goes to show that the Ea'de Pass wagcm 
load scrip (which I make bold to say 
should never have been i.ssucd) is com- 
paratively worthless, lic.-anse only s<ime 
L'O.ODO acres have h.-.-n hicated. If 
the scrip is of an little value 
how does it Clime that the cunii)any to 
v.diom the .'icri|) w,-is i.saueil are crying, 
like Oliver Twist, not only "for more°" 
but for five times "more" than tlie first 
"hack" thoy had nt tho timber resources 
of Kootenay ? If hand scrip is unsaleable 
let them folhow the good c:\Hm]i!e of the
